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FARMERS AGAIN 
ARE SACRIFICED 


New Grain Bill Takes. Away 
Rights for Which They 
Fought and Secured. 


GOVERNMENT AGAIN 
WITH THE INTERESTS 


Alberta and Saskatchewan Boards 
Are To Be Represented On 


Calgary Board. 


20.—There Was a 
warm fight in the Commons today 
Over that seqtion of the grain act 
which deals with the distribution of 


the cars which convey the wheat of 
the West on the first stage of its jJour- 
ney to the markets of the world. 
Under the system no win force cars 
are supplied to those who call for 
them in whe order in which the re- 
quests made are placed on the order 
book, or in other words, in rotation. 
The. farmers of the west are opposed 
to any change in this system, which 
it is claimed gives them adequate pro- 
section. Despite this, however, the 
government forced through commit- 
tee the changes which the elevator 
und milling men desire. 

Hon. G. BE. Foster believes that the 
present condition would be improved 
by giving the grain commission to be 
named wider discretionary powers in 
regard to the distribution of cars, He 
proposed an amendment empowering 
the commissioners to depart from the 
present system as defined in clause 
207 of'the act now being considered 
by the House in the event of (a) the 
collapse of an elevator, (b) Whe pre- 
valence of damp grain; (c) the dis- 
tribution of seed grain and (d) when- 
ever after due consideration the boar 
considers it necessary, etc. 

Too Wide Powers, « 

Sub-section d proved to be the con- 
tentious part of the amendment, The 
Liberal members claimed that it gives 
the coinmiasioners powers which are 
too wide and that the aimost unani- 
mously expressed desire of the farm- 
ers should be sranted. 

Hon, Mr, Poster and other Con- 
servative members argued that the 
umendments did not in any way affect 
the principle of ‘the law as it exists, 
but simply placed. the.carrying out of 
that law in the hands of a commis- 
sion, The minister expressed the firm 
conviction that it would give relief in 
the districts where whe greatest need 
of cars exists without doing harm to 
the sections better off in that respect. 

Farmers to Lose All. 

Hon, I’rank Oliver, who again led 
the Opposition forces today, said that 
the amendments practically destroyed 
all that the farmers had gained after 
a hara fight and would entirely de- 
stroy the value of the car distribution 
clauses of the measure. The matter

had been fought out at Ollawa 
fore Sir Richard Cartwright, then 
minister of trade and commerce, The 


elevator, railway, milling and banking 
interests were all arrayed en one side 
and the farmers on the other, The 
farmers had won, but would not lose 
the advantage they had gained, 

On a standing vote in committee 
the widening sub-section was passed, 
the division standing at 41 to 29, W. 
H, Sharpe, Conservative (Lisgar) voted 
with the opposition, Dr, Schaffner 
Was not in the House when the vote 
was taken, 

The other sub-sections were passed, 
sub-section (b) alone being challen- 
ged. It was declared carried “on di- 
vision.” The section of the bill pro- 
viding for a grain survey board at 
Calgary was passed, It was agreed 
to iInerease the proposed number of 
the board to eight including one rep- 
resentative each of the Alberta and 
Saskatchewan yovernments. 

Grain Bill Taken Up. 


The preliminaries of the House 
were devoid of interest. Within halt 
an hour consideration of the grain 


act was taken up in committee, minor 
clauses whieh had been left over for 
further consideration being the sub- 
ject of discussion more particu. 
larly between Hon, G. E. Foster and 
Hon Frank Oliver, 

Mr. Oliver wanted to know if any 
information was available as to certi- 
ficates on grain shipments through 
Ahe United States. 

Mr, Foster said ie had iaken the 
matter up with Canadian officers as 
well as with those of the United 
States interstate commerce com#@is- 
sion, 

When the clause providing for the 
creation of a new grain survey board 
at Calgary was taken up, Mr. Foster 
expressed the view that his proposal 
to have the six members of the bojly 
nominated by the Calgary board of 
trade, their competency to be passed 
upon by the grain commission would 
work out satisfactorily Mr, Oliver 
was inclined to think "hat as Calgary 
is not such a great grain center as 
Winnipeg is, it would be more diffi- 
cult to secure the services of Compe- 
tent men, Me urged upon the min- 
ister the desirability of having rep- 
resentatives of the Alberta and Sas- 
hatchewan governments on the board, 

Mr, Foster conceded the point and 
amended the clause so as to provide 
for a survey boarg of eigh!, including 
the representatives of the two provin-
